INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 1.—Edward 
Bishop of West Indianapolis, who was shot 
by his stepron, Elza Bennett, through the 
bowels on Dec. 30, was discharged perfectly 
Whole and sound from the ty Hospital 
yesterday. The ball was a $S2-caliber re- 
volver ball, fired at close range, and en-

Its course was 
wnward toward the right eide of the 
body. When the abdomen was opened at 
the City Hospital, just two hours after 
the shooting, three loops of the intestines 
were found shot sareeee by the bullet.

SET FIFE FREE?

Her Testimony May Be Fol- 
lowed by a Tragedy. 


IDENTITY CAREFULLY HIDDEN 


SHE IS EXPECTED TO ESTABLISH 
THE YOUNG MAN’S ALIBI. 


The Trial Which Begins Monday. Is 
Looked Forward to With Deeper 
Interést Than Was That of 
Mrs. Richardson. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAVANNAH, Mo., March 1.—Stuart Fife's 
alibi, by which he expects to be acquitted 
of the murder of Frank W. Richardson, 
is carefully concealed as the déarest treas- 
ure of the young man’s life. He will. not 
talk on the subject, and his lawyers are 
reticent. They have made some state- 
ments, but they were probably made with 
a view of misleading the state’s attorneys. 

Savannah people are still wondering what 
the alibi is to. and who the woman is 
whose evidence, it is said, will acquit young 
Fife. One young woman in particular has 
been singled out as the one who is to tes- 
tify that Fife was with her at the very 
moment that Richardson was killed. j 

Some time ago three women were £g08~- 
siped about in that connection. It would 
not have caused any surprise if one of 
them had given the evidence. There has 
been talk about her, and people have be- 
Meved that she would be willing to testify 
in Fife's behalf. 

But the young woman who is expected to 
testify for Fife is a different kind of wom- 
an. Her family stands high in the com- 
munity. When she wes married to an ex- 
cellent young man, she dropped out of Sa- 
vannah’s most lively social circle, and 
nothing more was heard of her except as 
the wife oi the young man she had mar- 


ried, 
Should she give the testimony that is an- 


ticipated her husband will take revenge. 
Those who know him say that he will not 
wait an instant—that there will be another 
tragedy in ‘the courtroony, ‘and that if his 
wife makes such a confession, young Fife 
will pay the penalty. It is not believed 
now that the ‘husband knows anything 
of the impending episode, and probably he 
will be the last to hear of it. 

In addition to the probability of a tragedy 
in the court room, there be other sen- 
sations in the trial of young Fife, if the 
state is successful in its efforts to make a 
Case against him. It is said that the strate 
eapecss to prove by a county official and 
others that Pife went to the Richardson 
house that night, after the tragedy, and 
stood outside, but did not enter. No: mem- 
ber of the Fife family went into fhe Rich- 
ardson home that night, althou ichard- 
son was the partner of Fife's father, young 
Fife was a clerk in the store and Mrs. Rich- 
ardeon has testified that her husband was 
never jealous of Stuart Fife except when 
under the influence of Nquor. The state 
expects to show this circumstance as a 
bh 4 pecullar one. 

The position or Mrs. Addie Richardson in 
this case is not an enviable one. It ts said 
that a truce has been patched up hetween 
her and the parents of young Fife, but 
that there is no actual friendship between 
them. Mrs. Richardson is not believed to 
be unfriendly to Stuart Fife. She has been 
seen about the jail where he is confined, 
but during the time the preliminary ar- 
rangements were being made for his trial, 
while Fife was in the court room, Mrs. 
Richardson did not go near him. 

She sent her two eons away after they haa 
been called as witnesses for the state, and 
was reproved for it by Judge Burnes in 
open court. 

Mrs. Richardson is not given the atten- 
tion in Savannah that was showered upon 
her in Plattsburg. She is not the star in 
the trial of Fife. but to an extent she is 
placed on the defensive. Her name is as 
much at stake in the trial of the young man 
as it was’ when she was on trial herself 
for the murder of her husband. 


PANAMA DEAL IS BLOCKED. 


Colombia Refuses France a Free Hand 
in the Negotiations. 

PARIS, ‘March 1.—Colombfa has for the 
time blocked a possible deal between the 
Panama Canal Co. and the United States 
government. 


Through its minister, Colombia has noti- 
fied the company that it will not sanction 
any grant until certain articles of agree- 
ment have been modified so as to render to 
the Colombian government a greater con- 
sideration through the sale of the waterway 
charter 

The dispatch of the Colombian govern- 
ment was a complete surprise to the share- 
holders of the Panama Canal Co., who met 
yesterday in expectation of merely ratify- 
ing the action of the board of directors in 
offering the Panama Canal Co.'s property 
to the United States for $40,000,000, whic 
offer was to remain open until March 4, 
1908, and authorising the board to carry out 
all the measures for the transfer of the 
property, and fix and accept al] modes and 
terms of payment if the United States ac- 
cvpted the offer.

Solution by Eva Wiseman 
and Fletcher Barnet Re- 
sulted in Their Deaths 


BEGINNING OF THE COURTSHIP 


HE WAS A MODEL MAN AND AN 
INSTRUCTOR OF MUCH LOCAL 
REPUTATION. 


SHE ASKED HIM TO HELP HER 


The Acquaintance Ripened Into Love, 
but She Would Not Wed Him 
F and Tragedy Followed. 


From a Fost Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
CARMAGO, IIL, March 1.—Puzzled, an- 
noyed and worried over a mathematica! 
problem, Miss Eva C. Wiseman one night 
sent for Fletcher Barnet. She was sure he 
could tolve it. He did. The solution was 
the beginning of a courtship that ended in 
the frightful tragedy at the Carmago 
schoolhouse last Tuesday morning, in 
which Eva Wiseman was shot by Barnet, 


who then took his own life. 

Any of several motives may be ascribed 
for Mr. Barnet’s deed, but the one most 
generally accepted is that he was crazed 
by unrequited love and determined to end 
his own aud the life of the one he loved 
best rather than longer endure the agony 
of disappointment. 

Funeral services over the remains of the 
young school teacher were held Thursday 
at the Methdist Episcopal Chucrh. 

The pastor, Rev. J. S. Tull, spoke feel- 
ingly of the deceased, of her noble quall- 
tles of mind and heart, of the many sac- 
rificés she had made and of the devotion 
which she had always manifested to the 
church, to her family and to her friends. 

In the same church and by the same pas- 
tor \Vednesday afternoon the last _ rites 
were performed over the body of Fletcher 
Barnet. 

“What has been done cannot be undone,” 
was the sentiment of the minister's text. 

So the entire community feels, and quiet 
has succeeded the excitement of the last 
few days. 

No other crime of yiolence, however, has 
so shocked the citizens of Douglas County. 

Here Prof. Barnet, as he is usually called, 
was born and rearcd and became an.-ed- 
uvator of the young. He was not an or- 


dinary boy; freedom from mischievous hab- 
its marked him in youth aga man. He did 
not drink, he. seldom smoked and He was 
a devout Christian. 

' He took charge of a Bible class at the M. 
E. Church-and made a success of it. He 
was an earnest Epw rth League worker. 

Parents esteemed him, the young men 
of the town treated him with more than 
usual consideration, chiefly because to them 
he seemed so much their intellectual su- 
perior. 

But for all this he was neither vain nor 
unduly proud. Gentle mannered, 
voice and smooth of speech. he had no 
trouble winning his way into the hearts of 
many. 

“He is so different-from the rest of my 
boys,’ Mrs. Helen Barnet, his mother, 
would say, “that { wonder at times how 
he ag Bu."" 

The Barnet home is two and one-half 
miles southeast of Carmago. It stands but 
a short distance back from the roadway. 
There is nothing lavish about its furnish- 
ings, which seem in keeping with those of 
the average farmhouse. 

Dr. Wiseman’'s residence fs situated on 
Carmago's main street. It is somewhat im- 
posing and the interior at once conveys the 
mpression of prosperity. 

Eva Wiseman was born Feb. 8.-1876. and 
in honor of the Philadelphia Exposition, 
which was held Curia that year, she was 
christened ‘‘Centennial.”’ 

She was the oldest of a family of four an 
the idol of her parents. 

Her brilliancy appeared natural. From 
childhood she was a student. No child in 
the district gave promise of such a bright 
future. The promise was being realized 
wnen death, at the hands of the jast in the 
pees whom she feared, cut short her am- 
ition. 

Miss Wiseman commanded the respect 
and love of a wide circle. With a fondness 
akin to reverence the little ones, whom she 
taught. regarded her. Of a sunny disposi- 
tion she laughed at the little troubles of 
the world. jer mind was in her books 
and—until Fletcher Barnet crossed her 
path-—here heart was there, too. 


Brought Together 


by Mathematics. 

Mathematical perplexities brought the two 
together. Often they had seen each other 
on the street, but beyond a bow, a nod or 
a brief salutation, no words passed between 
them. 
|Sarter Barnet, a younger brother of 
Fletcher, had callod on Miss Meda Wise- 
man. Fletcher's mathematical ability had 
appealed to Miss Eva and so when she 
needed assistance or co-operation the intro- 
duction to him came through the couple 


mentioned. 

That was more than a year ago. Once 
or twice a week they met to figure mathe- 
matics. In this branch of study Miss Wise- 
man had been pronounced remarkable, but 
she was always encountering some vroblem 
more difficult than the ones she had tried 
before. As well was mathematics Prof. 
Barnet's special acquirement. And so, con- 
ning the intricacies of cubes and squares 
and angles the pair: labored. No one sus- 
pected their meetings were anything more 
than the occasion of a formal interchange 
of ideas on this particular subject. 

From the time rumors to the contrary 
were whispered about the troubles of the 
voung folks commenced. Probably four 
months ago Prof. Barnet had shown that his 
whole life was wraps up in the vivacious 
Carmago teacher. r. ‘iseman frownéd 
on the match. He declared most firmly 
that his daughter must not marry “that 
Fletcher Barnet.’' To the Post-Dispatch the 
doctor gave his reason. 

he wh I couldn't like the young man,” 
he d. “‘He did not come of a family 
that I considered was on footing with mine. 
He was not my daughter's social oo. I 
denounced him more than once. ad my 
warnings been heeded this dreadful affair 
would not have happened. 

“T have just to! my other daughter, 
Meda, that she, too, must not continue a 
similar course.”’ 

While Dr. Wiseman discountenanced his 
daughter's suitor he did not bar him from 
his home. “The young people went out rid- 
ing and walking frequently and after schoo! 
hours Fletcher would often wait for Miss 
Wiseman.

HE STATES HIS DEFENSE 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

PRINCETON, Mo., March 1.—Albert Ed- 
ward Batson, a 20-year-old Miseourian, with 

pleasant boyish face and 6 feet of magni- 

cent physique, is calmly awafting if the 
Mercer County jail in this village the begin- 
ning of a trip to Welch, La.,: where a fren- 
zied populace may lynch him on his arrival, 

The warrant on which Sheriff. John T. 
Cooke is holding this youthful, iron-nerved 
prisoner, charges him with one.of the foul- 
est crimes in the history of homicide in the 
United States—the brutal murder of his re- 
cent employer, Ward Barll, Earll's ‘parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. L. Sheldon Farill, and his 
brothers, Fay, John and Lemuel Baril. 

The citizens of this little county seat, the 
center of a neaceful farming community up 
near the Iowa iine, are appalled that a 
crime of such enormity should be charged 
to a boy reared in their midst. They shud- 
der at the thought of what may be his fate 
when he is takep within reach of his accus- 
ers. Wiil the law compél him to risk his 
life, they are asking themselves, to defend 
a charge of which he is innocent? Or, can 
it be true that the boy they have known 
from childhood barbarously killed, with 
knife and revolver, almost the entire Louis!- 
ana family that employed and .befriended 
him? , 

Batson Declares 
His Innocence. 

No one views the prospective trip to 
Welch with less apparsnat concern than the 
prisoner himself. He declares his absoiutie 
innocence. 

So certain is he that he can establish an 
alibi. he says, that he is anxious to go back 
to Welch to clear away the stain that has 
already been cast on himself and his family. 
He announces his perfect willingness to 
start south as soon as the Calcasieu parish 
sheriff comes fer him, and has vetoed sug- 
gestions that legal obstacles be placed in 
the path of the Louisiana cfficial. 

Tho citizers of Princeton wh» feel that 
as he has been formally charged with the 
crime {t is but proper that he return to 
face his accweers, are anxious that all pos- 
sible protection be afforded him. They have 
drawn up a petition to the governor of Lou- 
isiana asking that he furnish Patson pro- 
tection from mob violence en route to Welch 
and after arriving there, and this petition 
will be wired to Baton Rovge. 

Batson realizes and admits that suspi- 
cion has been justly directed towards him, 
but he maintains that he is a victim of 
circumstances. The real murderer, he con- 
tends, knowing that he had just guit the 
Earl] farm. committed the muitiple trag- 
edy with a carefully conceived plan to con- 


ceal his own identity by turning public 
suspicion against the Missouri boy.

which he is held charges him with com- 
mitting the sextuple killing on Feb. 13 and 
press dispatches say that one of the Earll 
boys was seen alive on Feb. 15. 

The story of his movements from Feb. 
12 until his arrival at the home of his 
mother in Spickard's, Grundy County, Mo., 
Feb. 25, Batson tells with much definite- 
ness an detail. Should he be able to pro- 
duce witneses to _verify.the story . before 


a Louisiana jury, his friends argue that 
he waquld be acquitted. 

But there is one point in the evidence 
against. Batson that he does not explain 
to the sctisfaction of those who have in- 
terviewed him through the bars of Sheriff 
Cooke’s bastile. That is the letter found 
in an old yest in a wagon, which a man 
representing himself as Ward Earill tried 
to sell, together with a team of mules, to 
a Lake Charles horsedealer after the mur- 
der—the circumstance which resulted in 
the discovery of the murdered bodies of 
her parents and brothers by Maud Earli’ 

Batson says he'wrote the letter. He ad- 
mits writing every word of the oddly con- 
structed and weirdly’ sounding epistie. He 
admits 4hat he wrote the intials ““X 2 ¥ 1" 
where his name should haye been and he 
admits he wrote this remarkable postscript: 

“Farewell, A. E. Batson, friend to all. 
Ha ha. By Dy I'm gone.” 

Not a scintilla of a@ reason does Batson 
give for the freakish words and clauses in 
this letter. 

“I don't have the least idea,” he said to 
the Post-Dispatch, “why I wrote the letter 
that way. I guess the notion just came to 
me to do it. ut I can't think now of the 
least idea why I did it. But I know I wrote 
it just that ye 

ven should Batson be able to establish 
an alibi his acquaintances here-are fearful 
of what his fate may be should the pen- 
manship of this letter correspond with the 
pe a ee of the note which the murderer 
pinn on the door of Ward Earlil’s cabin, 
which concealed five of the mutilated deaa 
bodies, reading: 


“One, will be back tomorrow. 
WARD BARLL.”’ 


But Batson is not disturbed even over th’s 
possibility. 

“I didn't pin that notice on the door,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch, “and if the hand- 
Neb fe on that notice is the same as my 
letter it just goes to show how far the mur- 
derer went to throw the blame on me. He 
either copied my handwriting from the fetter 
or he copied the letter of mine first in his 
own handwriting and put it tn the wagon 
and then wrote the notice on the door in his 
own hadwriting.”’

&® Princeton minister, escorted a woman 
evangelist to the jail. She sang biblical 
hymns for the prisoner in an appealing, 
soft soprano voice, Scoompanying herself 
on a guitar. When she concluded the wom- 
en exhorted Batson to forsake the path of 
evil and turn to God. 

Tears moistened his eyes as they promised 
to send him a Bible. 

“T am going to be a Christian from now 
on.”’ he said. 

When an old acquaintance appeared in 
the jail a few minutes later he exclaimed: 

“I want you to help me, calling the visitor 
by his first name. * m going to try to be 
@ Christian from now on.’ 

The Bible was sent, as promised, and 
more visitors appeared. But no more emo- 
tion ruffied thé prisoner's composure. Even 
when the prospect of his return to Louisi- 
ana to face the frenzied populace was 
mentioned, he did not bat an eyelash. He 
seemed absolutely tndifferent te the possi- 
bility of bein mobbed on returnin to 
Welch.

Batson’s Story of 
His Whereabouts. 

In the press dispatches from Louisiana 
the date of the discovery of the mutilated 
and decomposing bodies of the members of 
the Earl! family is varyingly given as on 
Monday and Tuesday of the week just past 
—that is, on Feb. 24 or 2. The warrant 
for Batson'’s arrest charges him with kill- 
ng #ix members of the Earll family on 
Thursday, Feb. 13.: The alibi that Batson 
will attempt to prove to establish his 
whereabouts is contained in the following 
detailed statement of his movements, from 
Feb. 12 to Feb..

notice on it. Whoever did the killing put 
that sign there. I didn't, because I never 
went there after I was ‘fired.” ‘By ‘one, 
back tomorrow,’ was probable meant ‘gone, 
back tomorrow.’”’

Explains About the

“Now, I want to tell you about that vest.

That is about 16 miles from 
Welch. Ward moved from there Dec. 30 to 
another farm nearer to Welch. He bought 
the new farm.

The house was on 
another farm, though, about a mile from 
his father’s house. Vhen we moved I just 
left the vest behind me, as I had agreed to 
work for Ward until spring and I thought 
I wouldn't need a vest then, anyhow. 

“I wrote a letter before we moved. I 
wrote it Dec. 19, the date it bears in the 
newspaper reports. At that time I didn’t 
intend to stay with Ward. I was think- 
ing about cuitting my job and bumming my 
way home. 80 wrote the letter so I 
could be identified in case I was killed or 
hurt on the way home. After writing the 
letter I put it in the old vest. Later l 
changed my mind about going home and 
then I though I might as well, leave the 
letter in the vest as I wouldn't need it 
any more. I can see now that it would 
have been better if I had taken the letter 
with me. I can gee that it looks suspicious, 
but I can’t help that now. It was written 
long before the Earlls were murdered and 
ecaildn’'t have anything to do with their 
death.

The members of the committee declare 
they will push the matter antil every bili- 
board in the city, not complying with the 
ordinances, - removed.

ABANDONED IT YEARS AGO 


Now That It Is Valuable They Will 
. Bring Suit to Recover From the 
Lucas Oil Company. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn:, March. 1.—Twenty 
East Tennesseans want five of the oil wells 
at Beaumont, Tex. John H. Frantz of 


Knoxville, as attorney for the 20 referred 
to, has gone to Beaumont to bring eult 
for the possession of 20 oil wells now con- 
trolled by the Lucas Oil Co., one of the 
largest oll] companies operating in the 
Beaumont territory. Mr. Frantz is now 
in Beaumont arranging for the legal bat- 
tle which is promised for the possession of 
these five oll wells. 

The 2% persons who are represented by 
Mr. Frantz, is claimed, 
several years ago as members of a colony 
settling in the territory now embraced in 
the Beaumont oll field. It is claimed that 
a number of members of the colony bought 
small farms and homesteads, and set.led on 
them. However, becoming dissatisfied with 
life in the West, they afterwards, it 
said, returned to their East Tennessee 
mountain homes. 

The claims of the entire 20 have been 
consolidated under one head and Mr. Frantz 
has been employed to make the fight for the 
possession of the five ol! wells. 

Should the case be decided adversely to 
the Laicas O}l)] Co., It will mean that tnese 
20 East Tennesee farmers will be on she 
road to wealth, from property which they 
had only a few years ago practically aban- 
doned to return - East Tennessee. 


BILL TO AID ST. CLAIR COUNTY. 


Joy’s Measure Intended to Settle the 
Old Tax Controversy. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Congressman 
Joy introduced a bill in the House which 
has for its purpose the settlement 
famous St. Clair County bond cases. 
bill provides for the regulation of judicial 

yroceedings in the United States courts in 
Satesourt. It provides that in cases of 
judgments, originally predicated on county, 
municipal and township bonds, the courts 
shall, where the indebtedness is so eat 
as to necessitate a burdensome tax levy, 
threatening confiscation of property, sum- 
mon the holders of such bonds and the gov- 
erning authorities of the counties for the 
purpose of taking testimony. 
| The court, if holding the opinion that the 
burden is excessive, may cause to enter as 
a record of the court the amount which 
ought to be paid and fix a time and term of 
such payment. When such an amount has 
been determined upon it may be paid into 
the registry of such court, and thereafter 
no process for arrest and imprisonment 
pease the township, county or municipal 
officers, on penalty of added interest and no 
proceedings by the marshal looking to its 
collection from the taxpayers. 

The bill is designed to end the litigation 
that has been going on in St. Clair County 
since 1870. The amount claimed by the 
bondholders is now nearly $1,500,000. Offer 
were made for a settlement on the basis o 
$400,000, but this was rejected by the court 
judges. Then the federal courts were in- 
voked to imprison the county Jadees for dis- 
regarding the orders of the federal court.

REDISCOVERED 


Found in Utah by a Prison 
. Guard. 


TUNNEL LED INTO HILLSIDE 


WAS WORKED EITHER BY SPAN- 
IARDS OR THE AZTECS. 


Thought to Be the One Whose Exist- 
ence Was Ordered Kept Secret 
Years Ago by. President 
Young of Mormon 
Church. 


SALT LAKE, March 1.—Phineas Young, 
believes he has discovered a lost Spanish 
mine of fabulous richness and brought to 
light an absorbingly interesting record of 
the treasure hunters of an age long past, 
Confident in the antiquity of his find, Mr. 
Young has named his discovery the Span- 


jiard. 

For many years there has existed a tra- 
dition that in the neighborhood of Salt LaKe 
City one of these lost Spanish mines wouid 
be found. It was once thought that John 
Laird in early days had discovered such a 
mine. They knew he brought from the hills 
some gold ore of fabulous value and showed 
it to Brigham Young. The latter, foreseeing 
the rush that would follow should it become 
known that gold had been discovered, for- 


bade Mr. Laird to extract the ore and or- 
dered him to refrain from mentioning his 
discovery. The mine was covered up. Mr. 


Laird’s secret died with him. 

Phineas Young, a relaiion of Brigham 
Young, and a friend of Laird’s, has always 
heard of and been on the lookout for thiz 
mine from his boyhood days, and at las¢ 
his perseverance has been rewarded, 

Mr. Young discovered an ancient tunnel 
on a steep hillside, a comparatively short 
distance from the old Laird cabin. it was 
cunningly concealed by massed brush and 
a@ more recent growth of young trees and 


bushes, The walls of the tunnel were 
seamed with chisel marks, showing that 
the work was done laboriously with rude 
tools by a primitive people. 

The tunnel has all the evidences of great 
age, its floor being covered to a depth of 
two feet or more with guano, and the 
walls are coated over with crystallized ni- 
tre. 

Sixteen feet from the mouth the tunnel 
has been filled from an airshaft above, eith- 
er by accident or design, evidently the lat- 
ter. 

The vein on the surface is 20 feet’ wide. 
Park City is not a great distance from it, 
and it appears to be a part of that famous 
mineral zone. The vein croppings and the 
old dump yield sensational values in gold

HAD TO TURN BACK ON ACCOUNT 
OF THE WAR. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—For 25 minutes last 
night the employes of the Grand Opera 
house stood at the fire escapes and exits 
of the theater, prepared for a panic that 
was expected the moment it became known 
that flames were raging on the upper floor, 
and that the apparatus of the fire depart- 
ment was massing out on both streets on 


which the theater fronts. 

Just at the critical moment the trouble- 
some man tugmed up. He entered the thea- 
ter by an unguarded route and roared: 
“Fire, fire: the building's afire.”’ 

In an instant the 1 ersons who were 
watching the play lea to their feet and 
started to rush for the exits, t 

“It's a false alarm, ladies and gentle- 
men,’ yelled the ushers as they threw open 
every exit. ‘‘There’s no fire, and no danger; 
but you can go out and satisfy yourselves. 
There's plenty of time to go easy.” 

While the orchestra played and the actors 
talked, the ushers strove to force the half 
frenzied men and women to form in. line 
and walk quietly out of the theater. They 
ran to the fire escapes and persuaded 
dozen persons who were scrambling down 
not to drop, and restrained men who were 
crowding women in their frantic rush for 
safety. » 

Within seven minutes 500 of the 1200 per- 
sons were on the street, while those who re- 
mained had scarcely more than recovered 
from their panic. n the women's parlor 
maids were reviving six persons who had 
fainted tin the crush. 

Ten minutes after the cry of fire had been 
given, the play was resumed, and the audi- 
wy who had left the theater were return- 
ng.

LA FO}LETTE, Tenn., March 1.—Lee 
Turner, who was arrested here two days 
ago on papers from Middlesboro, Ky., on 
charges growing out of the killing of a 
number of men at his ‘“‘blind tiger’’ in the 
fight there 10 days ago, expressed his in- 


tention while here of settling in this town 


and opening a hvery stable. 
He denied absolutely that he was at his 


“blind tiger’’ when the fight took place, and 
said that the reports concerning him had 
been greatly exaggerated. His own state- 
ment was given.to the correspondent by 
Turner the day ite Was arrested, and here 
follows: _ 

“I am 31 years old and was born in Bell 
County, Kentucky, on Yellow creek, on the 
site of the present town uf Middiesboro. i 
lived there ail my life until a few years 
ago. Since then I have been living in Clal- 
borne County. My place near Mingo Mines 
was burnéd recently in my nce. 

“I built the house which Was burned. It 
was partly a log house and partly trame. 
I gan a restaurant and saloon there. I 
couldn't ag 4 in Middlesboro, for for two 
years they have been threatening to kill 
me if I went there. My little girl, 4 years 
old, is living in Middlesboro with my sis- 
ter 


“TIT never killed anybody, and so far as 
my character is concerred I can prove it to 
be good from my childhood. There was an- 
other Lee Turner, who was killed some 
years ago at Middilesboro, bit he was a 
much older man and no relation to me. 
There is also a younger man of my name 
living near Pineville, Ky., and he, too, has 
been confused with me. 

“IT have never stolen anything, and no 
man can say I ever robbed him. I have 
taken too much whisky at times and I have 
loved women, but I know “i reason why 
I should be branded as an ovftlaw and have 
a reward on my head. 

‘For the last two yearsI have been hunted 
down by that mob at Middlesboro and driv- 
en from hole to hole as though I were a 
man-eater. I have m arrested a good 
many times, but whenever there was a case 
against me I gave right up. I have been 
doing business as deputy sheriff for a 
year or so under A. C. Hughes, sheriff of 
Claiborne County, and I have been in the 
restaurant and saloon business for about six 
years.

joyed. 

ut one day she attracted the attention 
of Charies Kissenger, a young man in the 
neighborhood, who laid siege to her heart. 
Innocent, unacquainted with the ways of 
the wortd, she placed her ates in Kissing- 
er's keeping, only to awaken too late to a 


realization of the fact that she “loved not]: 


wisely, but too well."’ When her unfortu- 
nate condition could no longer be con- 
cealed she entreated Kissinger to redeem 
his promise of marriage, but he met her 
imvortunittes with scorn.

NEW YORK, March 1.—The sensational 
disappearance of a young girl named Ida 
Swartz from a New York home about nine- 
teen .years ago is remembered by thou- 
sands of New Yorkers as one of the most 
talked-of mysteries of that time. The po- 
lice of the entire country were baffied, and 
even the crack central office men were 
wholly at a loss. A reward of $1000 was of- 
fered for her and the country was scoured 
by scores of the best detectives in New 
York without success. 

Central office detectives did find out 
where she was long after the storm had 
passed over, but the real story of the al- 
leged kidnapping has never been told till 
now, and there are few people living who 
know that Ida Swartz is now the wife of a 
wealthy Boston man and prominent in so- 
ciety circles there. 

Ida Swartz was actually stolen, but it 
was at her own request. She wanted to 
escape from conditions that were bearing 
her down to ruin, and she was rescued hy

GROWTH OF MANUFACTURES. 


CONDITIONS SHOW THAT FUTURE 
GROWTH IS UNLIMITED. 


The Problems Connected With the 
Profitable Development of Many 
Interests in the South 
Have Been Solved. 


e 

WASHINGTON, March 1—The census 
bulletins which are. now being. published 
from day to day show that during the last 
10 years the South has more than fulfilled 
the predictions which have been made as to 
its industria> progress, and at ‘the same 
time a careful study of what has been done 
in the upbuilding of the South, as compared 
with the industrial interests of the leading 
manufacturing states of the North, enables 
ene to gain some conceptton.of the unlim- 
ited possibilities for future growth in the 
entire South. 

Twenty years ago the total’ value of the 
manufactured products of the 14 southern 
states was $450,000,000; by 1890 this had been 
increased to $917,000,000, and the present cen- 
sus shows a total for 1900 of $1,466,000,000. 
To the value of the manufactured products 
of the South should be added $1:20000 ,000 as 
the value of the mineral products of that 
section, making a total of manufactured 
and mineral output of nearly $1,€00,000,000, 

The remarkable advancement indicated by 
these striking figures is seen in every line 
of industry. Twenty years ago the Souih 
made 897,000 tons of pig iron; its production 
now exceeds 2,600,000 tons a year, and this 
will be very largely increased by the im- 
provement which has been made in the 
many furnaces throughout the South, in- 
creasing their output, as well as by the 
new furnaces now under construction. But 
the South, no longer content to A all of 
its pig iron to the North, to the est and 
to Europe, is beginning to turn it into the 
finished product, and the great steel plant 
at Birmingham, representing an investment 
of over $2,000,000, with steel wire works re- 
cently completed and a steel rail mill about 
ready to start into operation and steel car 
building plant now under construction, will 
bring about the same great diversity in 
iron manufacturing interests as we now 
have. in. Pittsburg and elsewhere in the 
East. The problems connected with the 

rofitable development of the iron and steel 
nterests of the South have béen solved. 
The long, uphill fight for the necessary cap- 


ital and skill to profitably utilize the re-" 


sources of that section, where nature has 
made it possible to produce iron at a lower 
cost than elsewhere in the United States, 
if not in the world, h been won. Hence- 
forward the substantia rogress in the 
metallurgical advancement of the South, 
whether in the mane of pig iron, the 
manufacture of steel rails, of steel wire and 
wire nails and the building of ships, will 

90 forward with amazing rapidity. In the 
beginning of the iron industry of the South 
many mistakes were made; some furnaces 
were badly located, and few, if any, of the 
iron companies had eufficient capital to en- 
able them to produce iron on the most eco- 
nomical basis. But these days are about 
over, and the iron and steel business of the 
South is now on a solid money-making 
oundation. 

. What has been accomplished in fron and 
steel has been tdlone even more successfully 
in the cotton mill business. Twenty years 


ago the South had invested in cotton mills. 


a capital of $21,000,000, with 600,000 spindles 
in operation. In 1890 it had 1,700,000 spindles, 
with a capital of $61,000,000. At the present 
time it has over 6,000,000 spindles, and the 
capital invested in cotton mills is upward 
of $150,000,000. The consumption of cotton in 
Southern mills has advanced from 188, 
bales 20 years ago to 1,600,000 bales last 
year. As rapid as this growth has been, 
and probably as rapid as,such a business 
could be judiciously devéloped, the pos- 
sible extension of cotton manufacturing in 
the South is practically without limit. 
There are in the world about 105,000,000 
spindles, representing a capital of $2,000,- 
000,000. The South furnishes three-fourths of 
the world’s supply of cotton, or, say, 
enough cotton to run 80,000,000 out of the 
105,000,000 spindles and yet it has itself only 
6,000,000 spindles. in operation. So long as 
capital can be provided and laborers se- 
cured, this industry can expand without 
reaching a limit of profitable operation, 
since there is no reason why the South 
should not manufacture at home the bulk 
uf the cotton which it supplies to the mills 
of the world. But the world’s demand for 


cotton is growing so rapidly that when the 


times comes that Southern mills shall con- 
sume 1,000,000 or 12,000,000 bales, equal to the 
present crop, the world will then oe .te- 


Coincident with the development of the 
cotton mill industry has been the creation 
of the cotton oll business, which has grown 
from forty mills with a capital of $3,500,000 
twenty years ago to 500 mills, with a capi- 
tal of oyer $50,000,000 at present. Durin e 
same time the farm products of the South 
have increased in value from $570,000,000 in 
1880 to about $1,200,000,000 last year. 

In 1880 the South mines 6,000,000 tons of 
coal; last year its output was over 50,000,000 
tons. Then its production of hosphate 
rock was 190,000 tons; last year it wae 1,- 
500,000 tons. Then its production of petro- 
leum was 179,000 barrels: last year it was 
15,000,000 barrels, and this quantity will be 
doubled, trebled and poco quadrupled by 
Texas alone within the next year or two. 

In this period, in which the South has 
been making an advancemeént that has com- 
manded the attention of the world. it has. 
in reality, only commenced the work of real 
development. The progress which it has 
made, so far as it relates to the future, is 
infinitely meme in the experience of its 
people in industrial lines than in the actua] 
results which can be shown in figures.

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OF HER CAPTIVITY 


Brigands Are N ot Harsh in 
Their Treatment. 


BUT THE PERILS WERE MANY. 


MARCHING THROUGH THE SNOWS 
OF THE BALKANS. 


They Were in Constant Fear of Attack 
by Troops and at No Time Knew 
Their Exact Whereabouts. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 1.—The fol- 
lowing account of the captivity of Miss 
Stone has been obtained by the Associated 
Press from reliable sources, some.of the 
information having been secured from an 
accomplice of the brigands: 

After the capture of the missionaries 
near Bansko, Sept. 3 last, the brigands has- 
tened across the boundary and estabiished 
themselves oh the mountain of Gueltepe, 
in the Elledere district, Bulgaria. Here the 
| whole population was in sympathy with 
the enterprise, this fact enabling the band 


to live comfortably and safely and to keep 
in touch with the outside world. While 
‘awaiting the result of their efforts to se- 
cure the ransom the brigands drew their 
supplies from the adjacent village of Led- 
juma. Feeling perfectly secure, the mem- 
bers of the band used to show themselves 
openiy in Kamenica and neighboring vil- 
lages until they were warned by their local 
adherents to be more careful. The pris- 
oners, however, were jealously secluded. 
When C. M. Dickinson, United States 
consul general at Constantinople, arrived 
early in October last anu disciosed to the 
authorities the whereabouts of Miss Stone's 
captors the result was nearly disastrous,to 
the prisoners. ; 
The Bulgarian government ill-egvisgily 
pushed troeps to the vicinity of Gue.tépe, 
forcing the brigands to break off negotia- 
Ty and the band changed its quarters to 
© 


The cold weather made travel in the 
mountains a dreadful ordeal for Miss Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka, encumbered as they were 
with the latter’s infant. Every change of 
camp occurred at night. The mountain 
roads were frequently almost impassable, 
being often deep in snow. 

The brigands treated their captives as 
kindly as the circumstances permitted, but 
the food supply was necessarily precarious, 
though the ladies were given the best the 
inhospitable region afforded. The strain 
and suspense equaled the physical hard- 
ships. 

The captives at no time knew their where- 
abouts, the brigands always telling them 
that they were not in Bu garia, and they 
were in constant fear of an attack by the 
troops, whom the friendship of the natives 
was not always able to prevent coming 
close upon the trail of the band. An equa! 
cause of anxiety was the baby, which, it 
was frequently feared, would die from ex- 
posure. : 

Not until November 2 did the American 
em'ssaries come in touch with. the band. 
which was then established in a cave near 
Dubnitza, but fear of the troops forced 
the brigands to andther flight. This was 
made in a blinding snowstorm, .which cov- 
cred the tracks of the outlaws, but caused 
bitter sufferings to the captives. After this 
the brigands succeeded in completely elud- 
ing the authorities, and toward the end of 
November, by a lone circuit, they succeed- 
ed in returning to their old haunts in the 
[lledere district. They then caused to be 
circulated a report that the captives were 
dead, and from that time managed to keep 
popondigerne ane Mme.

légraph instruments, was aboard.

Unannounced, owing to the prostration of 
the wires at quarantine in the forenoon. 
Sig. Marconi had set out to break all 
records in receiving wireless messages, and 
his experiments equaled, he said, his fond- 
est hopes and verified to a hair his nicest 
calculations. No question of distance now 
contracts the possibilities of wire'ess teleg- 
raphy, Marconi says, and he thinks it pos- 
sible to flash a signal around the earth.

WOODSTOCK, IL, March 1.—Theskilling 


of Amos Anderson and Mrs. B. F. Elis- 
worth was the result of a plan made by 


Earl Ellsworth, aged 19, and his father, 
who co:rmitted suicide. 

The son set himself to watch the suspect- 
ed actions of his own mother, and at a cer- 
tain moment ran stealthily to a window, 
whence he signaled to his father across the 
street. 

The father came and the killing and sul- 
cide followed. A coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict that the young mar be held to 
oe, Srandjury as an‘ accessory before the 
At. 

Young Ellsworth watched in a garret 
above Mrs. Elisworth’s room. A hole which 
he bored down through the ceiling com- 
manded a view of the room. When Mrs. 
Elisworth and Anderson met in the room 
the son signaled for his father. The fa- 
ther ran into the house, killed the pair and 
then shot himself. 

Ellsworth was 45 years old and a pros- 
perous mechanic, who conducted a general 
repair shop near his residence. His wife, 
Alice, was 42, and prepossessing in appear- 
ance. Mr. Anderson was 77 years old, of 
fine physique for one of his years and for 
nearly four yeare had made his home with 
the Elleworths.

Gen. Bates, Head of Department of 
Missouri, Says Jefferson Barracks 
Will Be Improved at an 
Early Date. 


Gen. Fred Funston, cap’or of Aguinaldo, 
and Gen. John C. Bates, formerly com- 
mander of the district of Mindanao, now 
commander of the Department of Missouri, 
met last night at the Planters’ Hotel for 
the first time since their return from the 
Philippines. 

For 20 minues the two generals exchanged 
friendly inquiries in the hotel lobby. When 
they were summoned to one of the parlors 
to be the guests of honor at an informa: 
dinner they were engrossed in Philippine 
lore. 

Over the capture of Lucban, the notorious 
guerrilla chief of Samar, which.-was an- 
nounced two days ago, the two veterans 
exchanged congratulations. 

Funston, emall, plainiy clad and of a 
quiet demeanor, looked even less imposing 
than is his wont when facing the grizzled 
Bates, whose tall, soldierly form was clad 
in faultless evening dress. Not a trace of 
his late serious illness appeared on the face 
of ‘the man who swam the Bagbag. and 
tracked the leader of the Filipinos to his 
lair. 

“T am on sick leave officially,”’ said Gen. 
Funston, “and will be so until April 10. 
Then I will be reauy for a new assignment. 
Whether the department intends to send 
me back to the Philippines or not I have 
no idea. I may know more about this after 
I have visited Washington. 

“I have no late official information about 
the situation in the Philippines—haven't 
even heard from Aguinaldo. But it is very 
evident to me that the situation is greatiy 
improved and the removal of a part of tne 
troops is a safe measure. 


Funston Says Lucban 
Ought to Hang. 

“Lucban, whose capture the newspapers 
have just announced, is one of the most 
troublesome and bloodthirsty of the guer- 
rilla leaders in thé Piilippines. In fagt, his 
capture leaves only one notorious bandit at 
large, Malvar, who has @ record almost 
equally tad 

“As a matter of. policy, I suppose, Luc- 
ban will be treated like other ‘prisoners .of 
war. As a measure of justice he ought to 
be shot or hanged. He is a bushwhacking 
assassin, and he has been the leader in 

massacres, 

‘TI have never seen Lucban, and it is im- 
possible to form an idea of the number of 
men under his command at the time of his 
capture or at any previous time. Leaders 
like Lucban and Malvar have under them 


a varying number of men, as many as they 
can pick up, and when they are captured 
or killed the followers usually scatter. 

“As far as I can learn, the only hostile 
| demonstrations in the Philippines now take 
the form of this bushwhacking.”’ 


Funston Can’t Talk 
About Philippines. 

Recent criticisms of the administration's 
Philippine policy in Congress were men- 
tioned to the Kansas general. 

“I can't talk about those things,” he re- 
plied. “I may have a pretty decided opin- | 
ion about them but I am in the active 
service of the army, and we soldiers can't 
have much to say about what Congress 
says and does. 

“I am not a candidate for any office, in 
Kansas or elsewhere.”

This dissatisfaction is principally caused | 


by the fact that the referee must give a 
decision although his judgment favors a 
draw.

As President, Grant made many Ditter 
enemies, but as the perspective of time is 
reached hig military career gains steadily 
in luster and will probably continue to gain 
for a generation at least. 


The jaw of Richard Croker is also covered 
but not wholly hidden by a beard. There 
is no possible doubt that it’s there—square, 
strong, and typical of the born fighter. 

The modeling .of the whole face of the 
ex-leader of Tammany is suggestive of ag- 
gressiveness and strength, but the most 
characteristic feature ig the lower part, 


with its straight, determined set of mouth 
and the wide angle of a jaw evidently mas- 
sive. 

Strictly in keeping with the character 
indications of his face has been the record 
of this aggroestve and pugnacious political 
ruler. 

Croker has pleyed the game of politics 
with cxoeptional ekiil and dogged persist- 
ence. Hise methods have not always been 
kid-gloved, but by sheer force of will and 
personal magnetism he has, time after time, 
united seemingly irreconoilable forces in his 
party, dominating, often domineering, but 
nearly always getting his way. 

At one time when he was under exami- 
nation by Frank Moss, attorney for the 
committee, after refusing to answer all 
questions about his private affairs, he 
turned to Moss and, holding up his right 
arm, said: ” 

“If you can tell me where I have taken 
a do2llar from the city you can cut off this 
arm.’

The word “strenuous” has become ‘a br- 
word in connection with the name of Pres- 
idemt htoceevelt. It is merely anothor way 
of saying that he is a man with a square 
jaw—one of the most admirable examples 
of recent times. Without regard th political 
predilections Americans tnive:dally recog- 
nize tho splendid personal strength of the 
President and the influence his character 
and methods are having on the ideas of the 
nation. 

He is recognized as the sort of, man that 
will have his mark on the history of the 
nation, and readerg of character gee that 
he will do it by the caracteristics so strong- 
ly indicated ty his square, vigorous jaw. 

William Travers Jerome, the young dis- 
trict attorney, is well qualified té come 
within the class of men he has so cleverly 
epitomized. 

Jerome's jaw is not a very eave one, 
but every line of it is suggestive of un- 
common force. It is the jaw of the nerv- 
ous, active type. Clean-cut, square and 
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enlendidly modated. it intimately reflects 
the man and the kind of servico {t gives. 

Backed by character, seemingly inexhaus- 
tibie vitality and persistence, ha has done 
manv daring things eince he entared public 
life in New York.

AMERICAN AERONAUT TELLS 


HOW IT FEELS TO RIDE IN A HURRICANE 


It is a-delicious sénsation tn ftself to a man 
who loves ballooning, for you float without 
rocking, without swaying, without tho 
slightest jar. It’s like belmg—what do 
you call it?—disembodied. Even a bird can- 
not know what it means, for a bird steers 
by the friction of the wind. 

The eimple reason is, of course, that you 
ere always moving with the air, however 
quickly the alr may move. Whether the 
air is moving a mile dn hour or a mile a 


‘minute you are always moving with it, 


floating in it. You “are part of t. 

Of your rise or fall through the air you 
may know by watching the film of the bal- 
loon, by throwing out scraps of paper—as 
well, of course, as by your barometer. To 
tell how fast you are moving with the air 
you must watch‘ the earth, which lies un- 
der you like. a big saucer, fer the horizon 
seems to come up with you, no matter how 
high you go. As you look down you seem 
to be looking, not at the surface of a globe, 
but at the surface of a hollow, a great 
saucer, as I have said. ;

All this time the calm 
about you is complete, as complete as when 
you move in the quiet air at starting. This 
quiet then becomes terrible, It would be 
something of a relief to hear the howl of 
the wind. When you are low enough you 
can sometimes hear it howling in the trees, 
But in a hurricane ride you will not go 50 
low as that except in your last extremity 
—when your silk is wet and your gas has 
wasted so far that you must make a fight 
for ae landing. 

I Qave been in storms at sea—I had «a 
pretty rough experience when I made the 
gui passage to Texas on the rein-making 
expedition for the- government. But no 
combination of wind and waves can bring 
a man’s heart into his throat like the fright- 
ful stillness of a hurricane ride in @ bai- 
loom, 

Fortunately the range of a hurricane is 
seldom very wide, and there is always the 
chance that the balloon may drift out of it 
as a boat may drift from one current into 
another. Or it may spend its speed and 
subside. When this happens no’ balloonist 
is likely to waste much time in getting te 
solid ground. 

Twice I was forced to a ianding in fright- 
ful gales. Once, near Schnectady, I trav- 
eled eight miles in five minutes with in- 
sufficient gas. The drag rope, basket and 
the folds of a ripped-up balloon saved my 
life—I came to three days after.

NE of the indictments against the 

Boeis of the Transvaal has been che 

alleged abuse of the native people— 
the Kaffirs. A defensw of my people aga'nt 
this charge will give me an opportunity 
to tell the people of America many things 
that are not generally known of the Kaf- 
firs. The clarge that they were abused by 
the Boers is an infamous lie, in addition to 
being ridiculous, or the Kaffirs outnum- 
ber us ten to one and are too far from 
weaklings te be overridden by a race they 
outnumber so much as they do the Boers. 

There is no people among whom physical 
perfection is a matter of so much prido as 
it is among the. Kaffirs. The Kaffir k'‘lis 
his child if the infant ts not physically per- 
fect mentally deficient, he may be or mor- 
ally degenerate and still have a place in 
his father’s home; but to be physically !m- 
paired is fatal, for of such the craal will 
have none. So, if you would see the phy- 
sically perfect man, go among the Ki1 irs. 
Not here and there will you find a min 
tall and well knit and athletic of fig ie, 
but everywhere you will find him, so gen- 
eral is physical vigor sought and secured 
by these primitive people. 

There & a reason for this: Every male 
Kaffir believes he was born to be a. fight- 
fing man. He remains steadfast to this 
idea idea throughout his life, doing everything 


possibly to develop himself physically to 
make him strong of limb and lung, and as 
persistently shunning everything calculated 
to detract from his physical strength. So 
he will do none of the work about his 
house. The women must do it all. The 
man is only for fighting made, and he cou:d 
not afford to stoop to the doing of mere 
housework, both because it is not the sort 
of work he needs to keep him muscular, 
and because it is beneath the dignity of a 
Kaffir warrior. This is the reason that a 
visitor to a Kaffir craal is astonished at the 
difference between the men and women— 
the one teing exceptionally muscul +r, 
straight and powerful, and the other being 
old at 20, bowed and all but broken. The 
Christian missionary has done a great deal 
of hard work in South Africa endeavoring 
to jead the male Keffir from his practice of 
making a slave of his wife, but the resu!ts 
have been meager, if, indeed, there have 
been any results. 

Yet the Kaffir man will work. The nore 
enlightened of them will work in the ki ch- 
en for wages, and good kitchen servants 
they make. Others will work in the mines, 
but not to be abused. Once a whité em- 
ployer of Kaiffirs mistreats one of them, he 
is in trouble with the particular craal from 
which this man came, and his agents need 
no longer go to the kapitur (craal chief) 
and offer whisky and rifles for men. The 
mine operators have learned many lessons 
in this resnect. They do all their Ka/f?fir 
employing through’these craal chiefs, and 
must treat bis men right if they go to the 
mines. It is not an uncommon sight to sce 
300 or 400 Kaffirs setting out from one ou. 
the craals to work in the mines. They are 
paid individvally, and get from £1 to£#3 a 
month. + 

The charge that the Boers abuse the Kaf- 
firs is too ridiculous. The necessity for 
limiting the'r privileges may well be un- 
derstood by people ort the United States, 
who have so many colored people among 
them, but this is as far as the abuse goes. 
It is not atuse to keep them to themselves 
and to restrict them in scme things in the 
way that it !s necessary to restrain an al- 
most primitive people occupying the same 
country with a civilized people. For in- 


stance, the Kaffir farmers who have no 
farms of their own ‘are made to live :n 
separate houses on the Boer farms, just 
as colored people on cotton plantations in 
this country have their separate houses 
around on the plantation. The Boer gives 
the Kaffir and his family this house and 
their food end clothes for two months of 
work on the farm by the head of the house. 
Surely this is asking but little of him and 
giving him a great deal—that is, a gr2gt 
deal for a Kaffir, who will not sleep in a 
bed, but must have his pillow of hard wo pd 
hollowed to accommodate his head; who 
will not wear any clothing more than the 
breech cloi.t' whose most modest young wo- 
man weaie only a loose blanket pinned at 
the shoulders, and whose food consis:s ual- 
most entirc)y of Kaffir corn, beyond which 
he has no desire. 

Civilized people get their wives in such 
formal fashion as to maks the methods of 
almost all primitive peoples unique by 
comparison. It is so in the case of the Kaf- 
firs. The women are married very youns; 
in fact, while they are mere little giris. 
When a young man sees a girl he would 
Iike to have he goes to her father and tells 
him so. This, of course, is pretty much 
like our own custom, but I'm coming to 
the respect In which the Kaffir and Cau- 
casian diffar. The Kaffir father is supposed 
to have a price on that girl. If he does 
not care to have the applicant for a son- 
in-law, he sets an exorbitant price upon 
her, making it so many oxen that the suitor 
could not hope to pay the price. Sut if 
the father i= favorably inclined toward the 
young man (and the inclinations of the fa- 
ther are of vastly greater importance thin 
those of the maid concerned) he makes the 
price two, three or four oxen, which is aot 
ordinarily beyond the capital of a young 
Kaffir and can be readily paid. After the 
wedding the father remains sponsor ir 
the good conduct and faithfulness of the 
wife in har husband's home, and, if he 
wife shall prove faithless the price pati 
for her mvst be paid back by the father 
and the husband permitted to resume iife 
as he had left it—wifeless, but not without 
his little burch of Kaffir bills. 

The Kaffii is botfi a smoker and drinker. 
He drinks so much like a fish that the 
Transvaal government has for years pr>- 
hibited the sale of liquor to him. Like 
white men there and elsewhere, though, he 
has always managed to find liquor in some 
shape, even though getting it in little dribs 
as medicine at the Transvaal drug stores 
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The principal! Hquor is the beer they have 
in the courtry. It is made of Kaffir corn 
and the fruit of the morilla tree, and is 
heavily alccholic. The Kaffirs are a great 
people for drinking and dancing, and when 
the liquor stirs them up thoroughly they 
will fight as only Kaffirs can fight. It ‘s 
a common thing for a Kaffir or se to get 
killed in a drunken brawl, for when one of 
these muscular fellows strikes at all he 
strikes to kill. 

Kaffirs may be found throughout the 
Transvaal, city and country alike. They 
work in the factories and railroad shops, 
and even on the railroads for from £3 to 
£6 and boara a month. 

The Kaffir smokes hempseed. He calls 
it daga. I is one of those numerous mix- 
tures which people in this country would 
call dope, for it affects the brain of the 
smoker ard makes him make a fodl cof 
himself in some fashion, generally in an 
oration in which he tells everybody what a 
great and brave man he is and how i!s 
enemies tremble before him. “Then he goes 
to sleep and sleeps it off enough to smvke 
again on awakening. Several days are de- 
voted to a good smoke by a Kaffir, just as 
a similar period is given to other nar- 
cotics In other countries. The hémpseei 
are smoked through a horn pipe, and the 
smoke is pulled through water, as in a 
Turkish pipe. The Kaffir makes his own 
pipe. It is a matter of whittling ox horns 
and boring holes in them, and any one 
handy with a jack knife can do it.

INETEEN letters, yellow with age, dated Amsterdam, 1811, and written by 
Aaron Burr to John Vanderlyn, the artist and Burr’s protege, have been 
unearthed among the papers of the Malley family of Kingston, N. Y. The

istoric ietters from Albert J. Malley, 


a member of the family, living at 93 Madison street, Brooklyn, and they are here- 


with published for the first time. 


They were originally in the possession of Dominie Robert L. Gossman of the 
Dutch Reform Church of Kingston, who received them from Vanderlyn at the 


ertist’s death in 1853. 


,Dominie Gossman gave them to Malley, Sr., with a bundle of other papers, and 
im turn they were bequeathed to Albert Malley. 
The letters were written from Burr to Vanderlyn, who was then in Paris, at 


the time when, after three years of exile 


following his trial for treason, Burr was 


planning and scheming with painful eagerness to reach his native land again. 


LEEPING in dime lodgings, dining 
S upon free lunches at the “Hole in the 
Wall,” pawning his watch and books, 
elated with schemes of a vast fortune to 
be made by extracting vinegar from wood,

and who owed Lis success originally to the 
kindness of Aaron Burr. 

In all the range of American history ne 
character has been so picturesque, so de- 
spised and probably so little understood as 
Aaron Burr. Two facts alone have obd- 
scured the remainder of fis phenomenal 
story. He killed Alexander Hamilton in @ 
duel and was tried for treason, and mor- 
ally but not judicially convicted, in 1807. 

In the midst of prosperity and gayety 
came the fatal duel with Hamilton on the 
heights of Weehawken one June morning 
in 1804. Burr never to the end. of his life 
comprehended the storm of indignation 
which rose about his head when Hamiltcn 
died. Fo: months he was a fugitive under 
an indictment for murder. Me came vack 
finally and Gnished his term of vice-presi- 


dent boldy, and even with eclat. 

After that, restless, ambitious, hounded 
by creditors, he conceived the treasonable 
plot which exiled him and wrecked his life. 
He planned to free Mexico, separate some 
of the western and southern states from 
the union and establish an American gon- 
archy, with a capital at New Orleans. 

Burr was assisted in this by Harman 
Blennerhasset. Theodosia, Burr's daugh- 
ter, and her husband, Alston, were also 
drawn innocently into the scheme. A 
tract of land from which to direct opera- 
tions was purchased by agreement for 
$40,000 on the Washita river. 

The plot was discovered and Aaron Burr's 
famous trial for treason took place at Rich- 
mond, Va., in 1897. Burr was acquitted up- 
on a curious verdict of “not proven guiltr.” 

He became a penniless wanderer in Eu- 
rope, for public distrust of him literally 
drove him from America. 

No sooner has he arrived than he begins 
to write in the following fashion to Vander- 
lyn, his painter protege: 

“Ameterdam, 7 Aug., 1811.—'Thureday I 
asked you to give me news of the beautiful 
D. C., and I recetved news the day after. 

“after having settled your own business 
with her I give you permission to kiss her 
more than twenty times for me. 

“We will make a choice of a plan, and I 
beg madame to let me know of her own 
hand how you will have accomplished the 
mission. A. B.”’ 

At this time Burr was Gomiciled with an. 
other of his women whom he calls “Amie,” 
as the following letter shows: 

“Amsterdam, Sunday Morning.—I regret 
that ma belle Amie cannot honor you by 
her presence today, nor can we now agree 
upon a day, etc., etc... ~ A. B.” 

This beautiful Amie is mentioned in other 
letters. All of Burr’s wotmhen friefids were 
beautiful—to him at least.

DYNAMITER 


TERRORIZED THE BRITISH 


He Is John N. King, Now 


ina New York Hospital, 


Whose Feats With Explosives in the Boer Army 
Won for Him the Name of “Dynamite Dick.” 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.

OHN N. KING, an American, whose 

J Success at blowing up British pro- 

perties in South Africa, won for him 

the sobriquet of “‘Dynamite Dick,” is now 

@ physical wreck at a New York hospital. 

A little more than two years ago, when he 

enlisted in the cause of the Boers, he had 

the requtation of being the most powerful 

man in Johannesburg. He had whipped the 

Bully of the famous mining town, which 

feat had gained for him the sobriquet of 
“the [Eon tamer."’ 


Those who knew him at that time would 
mot recognize the feeble, emacipated man 
who was taken last week from the Metro- 
politan Hospital on Blackwell's Island. to 
the home of his former commander, Capt. 
John A. Hassell, at No. 64 West Eleventh 
street. 

Kling is a victim of Delagoa Bay fever, 
one of the most severe of tropical maladies. 
He contracted the disease while confined 
in ja‘l in Delegoa Bay by the Portuguese 
authorities at the request of the British 
consul, 

King, who is of Irish decent, was born 
in Pennsylvania. He had been in South 
Africa about five years at the time of the 
outbreak of the war, working im the mines. 
After performing many hazardous exploits, 
he found himself hard pressed by the 
British. who had set a price on his head, 
and sought refuge in Portuguese territory. 

Soon after the arrival in Delagoa Bay 
the British consul charged that he had 
been guilty of some violgtion of the neu- 
trality laws. He was put in jail and lat- 
er deported to this country, arriving here 
in December, 1900. 

He spent last winter in. Chicago and 
came to this city in the spring, friends 
having obtained him a poSition on the con- 
struction work of the Jercme Park reser- 
votr. 

Delagoa Bay fever is a most insidious 
disease, sometimes not manifesting itself 
for months after it enters the system. 
King’s health did not break down until 
last summer, when he went to the hospital. 
He remained there seven months. 

Several times he was thought to be dy- 
ing, but his splendid constitution enabled 
him to rally. His case was considered one 
of the most wonderful in the records of the 
hospital. For several days at a time his 
temperature exceeded 107 degrees. 

Capt. liassell, under whom King served 
as orderly, arrived in New York a few 
months ago. He commanded a party of 
scouts, most of them Americans, for two 
years in South Africa, but was incapaci- 
tated for further service. He is co-operat- 
ing with the American Society of Freedom, 
Qn organization recently formed in this 
‘elty to aid the Boers, and is also writing @ 
book on the war. 

Capt. Hassell, learning of King’s condi- 
tion, visited him in the hospital. His story 
of the sad plight of “Dynamite Dick” 
aroused the sympathy of several] prominent 
Boer. sympathizers, including ex-Congress- 
man William Astor Chanler and Dr. W. J. 


» + O'Sullivan. 
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It is belleved that the former scout has 
not long to live, and his friends are endeav- 
ering to make his last days as comfortable 
as possibie. 

Recently he expressed a wish to leave 
the hospital and he was removed to the 
home of Capt. Hassell. If his strength 
mead permit he will be sent to his former 


home in Pennsylvania, where his parents 
are still living. 

“King’s exploits in South Africa deserve 
to rank among the bravest deeds in his- 
tory,” said Capt. Hassell the other day to 
a writer for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. “‘He 
is absolutely without féar and his great 
physical strength enabled him to do things 
that no other man would have thought of 
attempting. 

“No other man in the Boer army was 
more thoroughly feared by the British than 
he. Time after time he entered their lines, 
taking the most Gesperate chances of cap- 
ture and death, and often he was the target 
for whole volieys of British bullets, but he 
never received a scratch. 

“He gained the name of ‘Dynamite Dick’ 
by running the famous 3oer dynam'‘te 
train. With a handful of men to assist him 
he blew up scores of British magazines 
and storehouses and destroyed many 
bridges and culverts on the railroads, cut- 
ting off the lines of communication. ' The 
Boers called him ‘the American lion’ be- 
cause of his courage, this name being sug- 
gested by his long mane of hair. 

“One of King’s first exploits was the 
wrecking of a train carrying a Br'tish 
relief expedition for Pretoria. He was ac- 
companied on this expedition by six other 
Americans and 200 Boers. 

“King laid a charge of 40 pounds of dyna- 
mite under a bridge near Colenso and ex- 
ploded it by means of an electric wire, 
wrecking the train and killing 15 sol- 
diers. 

“The Boers, who were in ambush, then 
rushed out and captured 170 of the British, 
who hoisted a white flag. One of the pris- 
oners was Winston Churchill. 

“After this King was famous and his 
services were in demand when any dif- 
ficult and dangerous feat was to be un- 
dertaken. One of his bravest acts was the 
rescue of three wounded Boers from in- 
side of the British lines after the third day 
of the. tle at Pontdrift. 

ing with him Vivian Cogjjl, a Boer 
seidter 17 years old, he crept past the Brit- 
ish pickets. Then he fired his gun,. throw- 
ing the British camp into confusion. The 
British thought it was a night attack. 
The panic-stricken sentries rushed into 
camp, and then, at a signal from King, 
half a dozen Boers who had been waiting 
just outside the British lines rushed for- 
ward and aided him and his companion in 
carrying away the wounded Boers. 

“During the siege of Ladysmith King 
performed an exploit that set the entire 
Boer army laughing. Mounting his horse 
one afternoon he rode down into a gully 
in the direction of the British lines. There 
he left his horse tied to a tree and then 
went through the British lines to a farm, 
where he stole several chickens. 

“Making his way back to his horse, he 
mounted, and just then he was seen by a 
British sentry. 

“The latter gave an alarm and a large 
force of British fired several volleys at 
King &8 he rode back to camp. One bullet 
went through his hat. 

“Gen. Joubert ordered Col. Blake to repr!i- 
mand King for the foolhardiness of this ex- 
ploit,but a few nights later King performed 
another equally risky feat. He had learned 
that British officers were in the habit of 
visiting a farmhouse within their lines for 
supper. He went there alone and surprised 
a couple of them. Sticking his gun through 
a window, he ordered them to surrender. 
The officers, thinking a Boer force at hand, 
jumped out of a window and ran. King

OHN A. OCKERSON, member of the 
J Mississippi Iiver Commission, “chief 
of the department of liberal artg in 
the Louisiana Purchase Fair’'and a prom- 
inent St. Loulsan, has been decorated by 
the French government with the decoration 
of Officer de L’Instruction Publique, and 
is not quite sure wherefor he is so sin- 
gularly honored. 

Because of his connection with the Unit- 
ed States government Maj. Ockerson can- 
not accept the decoration except by con- 
sent of Congress, and this consent is soon 
to be at hand through a bill introduced 
last week by Senator Cockrell. Maj. Ocker- 
son says he knew nothing of the decora- 
tion or Senator Cockrell’s bill until after 
the latter’s introduction, and his only ex- 
planation of the compliment to him is that 
in 1990 he was a member of the jury of 
awards at the Paris exposition and deliv- 
ered an address before the International 
Congress of Navigation, to which he was. 
a delegate. 

I.. Seguenot, the French consu!l at S&t. 
T.ouls, says the decoration has been tender- 
ed Maj. Ockerson through the secretary of 
state and that it is closely allied to the 
decoration d'acadamile, rewarding distin- 
guished services in the realms of science, 
letters, etc. Mr. Seguenot says the decora- 
tion consists of two ornamental curved 
bars of silver, intertwined at the lower end 
and their tops fastened to a purple rosette 
by a small ring. He further says the dec-

HAVE read that a decoration has been 
] awarded me, and I have since learned 

that it is in this country in the cus- 
tody of the state department. I did not 
know that Senator Cockrell was going to 
introduce a bill to permit me to accept it, 
although I knew in a general,.way that 
such procedure would be necessary before 


the decoration could come to me, inasmuch 


as Il am a government official. 

I have never received any formal expla- 
nation or notification of the award, nor am 
I familiar with the decoration itself or 
the reasons for conferring it upon me. I 
was a member of the jury of awards at 
the Paris exposition in 1900, and was also 
a delegate to the International Congress of 
Navigation there, making an address be- 
fore the congress. I suppose the decoration 
is given me because of my work in these 
two connections, 
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ITIZENS of Democratic countries are

Boers was the destruction of $15,000,000 
worth of stores at Komanti Poort, when 
that place was abandoned to the British. 
After he had done this and made his es- 
cape he discovered that the famous can- 
non called ‘long Tom,’ with which the 
Boers had ben shelling Ladysmith from 
Bulwana, had not been demolished. He 
went back to put this gun out of commis- 
sion, and in this way became separated 
from his command. 

“The British learned that he was in the 
neighborhood and several scouting parties 
started out to look for him. They pressed 
him so hard that he was compelled to take 
refuge in Portuguese territory, where he 
was arrested.”’

If the dead men have relatives who want 
the body they may have it, but they must 
pay for the head. 

I heard the guide ask one of our boys 
if he knew what he was standing on, and, 
when assured that he did not, the guide pull- 
ed a bamboo matting aside and displayed 
a large plie of skulls. The unclaimed heads 
are always piled up and covered with a 
light coating of earth and old bamboo mats. 

One of the men I saw executed had been 
the leader of a band of pirates for 30 years 
and a reward of $7000 wae paid for his cap- 
ture at Hong Kong.

A thoughts and dreams or which will 
measure the exact amount of sleep 
an individual is enjoying is a unique pro- 
duct of the instrument maker's art now be- 
ing sold to various gymnasiums, psycho- 
logic laboratories and other institutions. 

Il recently had my thoughts weighed by 
this device and I have before me the scien- 
tific report of a specialist who, by its aid, 
has been weighing the dreams of men. 


Blood after all is the food for thought. 
Sleep is now known to occur only when the 
brain is drained of blood. By some experi- 
menters dreams are believed to be caused 
by small quantities of blood left in the 
vessels of the cerebrum--quantities insuf- 
ficient to impair sleep entirely. The skulls 
of dogs have been trephined and the but- 
tons of bone removed have been replaced 
by watch crystals. A _ specialist lately 
found a girl who had acciden‘ally lost 
a portion of the front of her skull and a 
part of whose brain was exposed. Through 
the crystals in the dogs’ skulls and through 
the fissure in that of the unfortunate gr! 
the behavior of the brain during sleep was 
studied. It was discovered that aé sleep 
comes on the brain gradually turns pale. 
Upon a sudden awakening the blood as sud- 
denly returns to it. Dreams cause it to 
grow pink, with a depth of color propor- 
tionate to their intensity. 

This machine which wetehs thoughts and 
dreams might be best described to the pop- 
ular mind as a shallow coffin exactly bal- 
anced on knife blades so as to gently rock 
like a perfectly poised see-saw. The sub- 
ject is placed sup:ne within the shallow 
tray and after his body has come to rest 
weights are shifted unti! an even balance 
is maintained, with provision for his added 
weight. Jraduated scales, spirit levels 
and tndicators betray the slightest disturb- 
ancsa of his equilibrium. But even the 
movement of his diaphragm due to breath- 
ing causes a continuous rocking of the 
board. A pointer scraping against smoked 
paper pasted upon a revolving cylinder 
shows at a giance the variation of. the 
rocking within a known space of time. No 
weighing scales are more delicate. 

This is how my thoughts weighed: 

I lay down upon the rocking board and 
after much turning of boits, levers and

the like a reasonable balance was found. 


At each inhalation my head would rise, and 
vice versa. 

“Let your mind be passive. Think of 
nothing in particular,” the experimenter 
commanded. 

I obeyed. More screws were turned until 
the balance became perfect. 

“Now multiply 516 by 7,’ was the second 
command. I obeyed again, and as I made 
the multiplication, mentally, I observed 
that my head was gradually falling. 

A mirror hypnotizer was now placed upon 
a pedestal at the side of the instrument. 
A trigger was turned and the instrument's 
little wings were set In rapid motion. 

“Count the flashes of the mirrors, take 
deep breaths and try to go to sleep,"’ was 
the third command. Again I did as I was 
tolaf The deep breaths set the machine 
to rocking like a cradle. Gradually I grew 
drowsier and drowsier and—— The eurve 
on the smoked paper told the tale. As 
Morpheus, summoned by the hellograph 
message of the flashing hypnotic mirrors, 
had approached nearer and nearer my head 
had risen more and more, until finally I 
lay still, the board settling at an incline 
descending toward my feet. 

In a nutshell, this is what happened: 

While I lay mentally passive the blood 
was evenly distributed throughout my brain 
and body. Consequently an even balance 
was maintained. 

The instant I commenced to do mental 
work—to multiply 516 by 7—blood began to 
course into my brain for the nourishment 
of thought. Its weight was sufficient to 
cause the great balance scale to drop at the 
end of the beam where my head rested. 
Sleep induced by the monotony of the 
board’s rocking motion and by the fatiguing 
of my eyes, due to the flashing of the mir- 
rors, caused the blood to leave my brain, 
which became perhaps entirely impover-

Scarcely had someone, 
about to enter, touched the handle of the 
door than the balance inclined toward the 
head, remaining immovable in this posi- 
tion f ive, six or even ten minutes, ac- 
cording ‘te the distur ce produced in the 
sleep. Often, after waking, the. blgod was 
no longer distributed in the same manner. 
The weight, which ran along the edge of 
the couch; had to- be removed toward the 
feet, from Which an amount of blood had 
retreated; In order to circulate more active- 
ly tn the brain, 

The subject would then gradually grow 
drowsy again and the balance incline to- 
ward the feet, the blood flowing, so to 
speak, from the centers of activity and 
collecting in the veins of the feet. 

Then, when all was quiet, one of us would 
intentionally make a Blight noise, by cough- 
ing,-scraping a foot on the ground or mov- 
ing a chair, and at once the balance in- 
clined again toward the head, remaining 
immovable for four or five minutes, with- 
out the subject’s noticing anything or 
awaking. And also, when all was sient in 
the still hours of night or during an after- 
noon sleep, one often noticed without the 
appearance of any external cause, oscilla- 
tions, as it were—spontaneous changes of 
the locality of the blood, arising from 
dreams or psychic conditions acting on 
the vaso-motor nerves and modifying the 
circulation without the participation of con- 
sciousness, or at least without a trace of 
these processes remaining In the memory.

Dreams might be compared, too, and it 
might be of scientific interest to learn 
whether there really are such phenomena 
as unconscious dreams, as Prof. Mosso 
suggests.

“Thete are three chief requisites for a 
euccessful business man.

“We must not be quitters. A fourth 
pol ft to be considered js justice.” 

Here John.D. Rockefeller, Jr., interjected 
a plausible if not profound defense of 
trusts, in which, it being one of his few 
“flowery” speeches, he compared them to 
American Beauty roses. 

“Large concerns,”’ said he, “often shut 
out smaller men who cannot compete. Of- 
tentimes we cannot reconcile this fact. It 
seems to us contrary to the Golden Rule. 

“Let us go back and examine the true 
causos. The big businesses increase because 
they can by advanced methods and appll- 
ances place their goods on the market 
cheaper than can the smaller concerns. 

“Modern methods should be employed 
even at the expense of the few. 

‘The American Beauty rose can be pro- 
duced in the splendor and fragrance which 
brings cheer to its beholder only by sacri. 
ficing the early buds which grow up around 
it.

Young Rockefeller tramped miles, and in 
12 hours hustling he earned the 13 cents. 

Another time he lived up to his work 
maxim by working out his father’s road 
tax and collecting the wages from Rocke- 
feller, Sr. 

It is doubtful if he ever really wasted a 
penny. 

“Thirty cents is all I ever spend for lunch- 
eon,”’ he remarked one day. “It's enough 
for any man on a salary, Sweetmeats ruin 
the digestion, anyhow." 

He never touches wine. He never smokes. 
Wine, at his request, was left.off the menu 
at his wedding breakfast, when he married 
Miss Abby Aldrich last fall. 


He gave his first society entertainment in 
a dinner dance at the Waldorf-Astoria re- 
cently.

“IT asked the teacher to have him sign it, 
and he did. I am coming back in nine 
months to see that young map.’ 

If John D. Rockefeller, Jr., had gone more 
into details as to his own business career 
he might have brought out these facts: 

About four years ago he began as a clerk 
on small wages in his father's New York 
office. He learned the routine of the busi- 
ness, and he is today his. father's private 
secretary. He rises at 6:20 a. m., and rides 
or drives, or if he is stopping at the Tarrs- 
town place, he chops wood until 7 o’clock. 

After breakfast he starts downtown and 
reaches his office at 9:30. He works till 
3:30 p. m., when he knocks off and goes 
over to a Broad street restaurant, where 
he gets his 30-cent lunch. 

From that time until dinner at 6 he 
amuses himself, usually in work for tne 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church or Sunday 
school, or in reading, violin playing or 
walking through the park. His dinner con- 
sists of soup, meat and one simple dersert, 
with never any wine. He is not a member 
of any club, and spends his evenings at 
home with his wife, his father and his 
mother.
